1. General 

(a) The Employees’ State Insurance Corporation was set Lip in October, 1948 under the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 1948. 
The Act, us amended by Employees’ State Insurance (Amendment) Acts ol' 1951 and 1 96(5 applies to all factories, other than seasonal 
factories which use power and where 20 or more persons are or were employed for wages. The Act can be extended to any other establish- 
ment or class of establishment-industrial, commercial, agricultural or otherwise. 

(b) During 1971-72, the provisions of the Act were extended to 1640 factories covering 1 '29 lakh employees. The number of factories 
covered by the Act on 31st March, 1972 was 23,496 (21737 in implemented ureas aud 1759 in non-implemonlcd areas) having 45 ‘91 
lakh employees (including 39 -76 lakhs in Implemented ureas).

3. Construction of Nurses Hostel 

In March, 1972 the Corporation constructed a hostel building consisting of 42 cubicles, and 21 single rooms and suite for matrons, 
alongwith dining halls, kitchen and other ancillary rooms at a cost of Rs. 8 -73 lakhs (estimated cost Rs. 4 -06 lakhs) for unmarried nurses 
attached to the hospital at Basal Darapur, New Delhi. The strength of unmarried nurses attached to the hospital was only four in August, 
1972 which rose to 11 in December 1973. No nurse availed of the hostel facility (December 1973) and consequently the building remained 
vacant. 

It was staled by the Corporation that the building was originally Intended to cater to the requirements of a bigger sized hospital and 
the decision to reduce the size of the Hospital was taken in June, 1969, after the building was almost complete.

5. Buildings remaining incomplete/ un-occupied 


(a) Rupees. 2 -87 lakhs were paid (September 1967) by the Corporation to the Government of Bihar for construction of a 5 doctor 
dispensary and staff quarters. In July 1968 the State Government was asked not to start the work as the financial position was tight. The 
work was, however, started in January 1970 for a 3 doctor dispensary only. The building for the 3 doctor dispensary is still incomplete. 

(i b ) Rupees 1 '20 lakhs were paid by the Corporation (February 1964) to Bihar Government for construction of dispensary and staff 
quarters at Ambona (Dhanbad). The work was started in December 1967. Although the glass factory employing insured persons had 
ceased to exist at that place from January 1968 the work was stopped only in November 1969 after 70 percent work had been completed. 
Possibilities of utilising the incomplete building are still being explored by the Corporation (December 1973). 

6. Non-commissioning of Hospitals/ Dispensaries 

The Corporation paid Rs. 73 -23 lakhs since 1966-67 to the Government of Kerala for construction of 6 hospltals/dispcnsaries at 
Cheruvannur, Ezkukonck, Paripally, Kottarakkara, Mulavana and Punnallur. Tito dispensaries at Cheruvannur, Punntdlur, Mulavana 
and Paripally started functioning in 1973, the other hospitals/dispcnsaries had not started function (June 1974),

5. The Central Government and the Government of 
Andhra Pradesh may delegate to the Committee of 
Direction additional powers as and when considered 
necessary. 

6. The Committee of Direction, not being an exe- 
cutive body, will be only an advisory body. However, 
a convention may be established that the decisions of 
the Committee should be ordinarily be ratified by the 
Central and State Governments. In terms of the powers 
delegated by the State Government, th e Project Officer, 
or the Chairman of the Committee of Direction, will 
implement the decisions of the Committee without fur- 
ther reference to the State Government. 

7. The Committee of Direction shall function on the 
basis of consensus or unanimity. If, however, any of 
the Members holds strong dissenting views, the matter 
in question should be considered further after the Mem- 
bers concerned have obtained the instructions of their 
respective Governments. In cuse there is still a differ- 
ence of opinion among the Members, the matter shall 
be referred to the Government of India for instruc- 
tions. 

8. The Committee of Direction shall ordinarily meet 
once in every three months and the venue may be 
Sirpur-Kagaznagar, Hyderabad or New Delhi. 

Any four Members present shall form a quorum at 
a meeting of the Committee, provided that atleast two 
representatives of each of the two Governments are 
present at the meeting. 

9. The Committee of Direction will 'function in accor- 
dance with such directions as it may, from time to time, 
receive from the Central Government and from the 
Government of Andhra Pradesh.
